A Japanese arm y spokesman as­ 
serted the gendarm es were hum ili­ 
ated, clubbed and otherwise mis­ 
treated. This constituted a “grave 
insult to the Japanese arm y ” life 
said, and “Japanese m ilitary auth­ 
orities will file a strong protest 
with the American authorities over 
this case.” 
Col. Peck, denying the charges, 
also classed as "a lie” any report 
th at marines had pointed loaded 
rifles at the gendarmes. He said 
the settlem ent police had informed 
the marines armed civilians were 
in the defense sector and had asked 
for guards against possible terror­ 
ist outrages. 
Japanese Apology Claimed 
In every case where Japanese 
■were arrested, he added, they were 
pointed out by settlem ent police, 
but were taken into custody and 
disarm ed by the marines. 
After the gendarm es had been 
arrested one was allowed to tele­ 
phone his headquarters and two 
Japanese officers came to m arine 
headquarters 
and

NEWr YORK, July 8—Whether England can ward off the impending 
Nazi air attack in connection with the projected invasion will depend 
in no small degree on how much civilian slaughter can be endured 
without cracking the morale of its military defenders. 
It's one thing for soldiers to face death for themselves and quite 
another to see their women and'* 
children blown to pieces. 
Under the best of circumstances, 
mass bombing over Britain is bound 
to result in terrible civilian casual­ 
ties. The bulk of its population 
lives in the congested industrial 
areas. Military objectives and civil- 
tans are so intermingled that there 
is no way of bombing one and not 
the other. 


French Collapse Cited 
France’s collapse owed much to 
the killing of women and children 
and the millions of terrified and 
starving refugees w'ho Jammed the 
battlefields and highways in flight. 
They not only impeded the opera­ 
tions of the troops but their pitiful 
condition weakened the morale of 
the French poilus. 
British W ar Minister Eden gave 
warning the other day when he ad­ 
monished the civilian population 
“to stay where they were when the 
bombs began to rain and not rush 
into the highways and byways."

England’s 
smallness, while

On 
the other hand, lf the Nazi on­ 
slaught can break through the de­ 
fenses and plow England under 
with bombs, the invasion certainly 
will follow.
